CARNATION CULTURE 


Carnations bloom throughout the year—more pro- 
fusely during the warmer months than during the win- 
ter. The plant will survice outdoor temperature as low 
as 18 to 20 degrees though the buds may be frozen. They 
like full sunlight and will tolerate a wide range of soil 
condition and acidity but they must have good drainage. 
Liberal amount of rotted manure is spaded into the soil 
together with a small amount of bone meal in setting 
out the plants. 


The young plants should be spaced about 12 inches 
apart and should be watered thoroughly after planting. 
No further watering is required until the surface shows 
signs of drying. Very wet or very dry soil conditions 
are both detrimental although in winter they will stand 
being kept fairly dry than on the wet side. 


Plants are first topped when they are three or four 
inches high in order to encourage young plants to be- 
come bushy around the base. Centers of new growths 
are further topped occasionally until a bushy plant is 
formed. Almost simultaneously with the last topping, 
the plants should be provided with some sori of sup- 
port. When buds become sufficiently large, all side buds 
are removed thus leaving a single bud to a stem. Plants 
will produce better blossoms if the stem of flower to be 
picked is cut as low as three joints above the base of 
the plant. This will keep the entire plant low and bushy. 


After the final topping, feeding is a year round pro- 
amount of complete fertilizer is recommended for each 
cedure since Carnations are everblooming. A small 
plant about once a month. 


Carnation plants should be sprayed against thrips, 
aphids, red spiders, etc.

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THE BLOOMING DATES. The 
blooming dates are based on ob- 
servations made at our Gardens in 
San Gabriel, where a uniform cul- 
tural pattern is followed for a num- 
ber of years. Young plants were set 
out between May 15 and June 30 or 
even later according to the order of 
each blooming period. The center 
growths were topped when they 
reached about 6 inches tall and in 
some cases topped several times. The 
terminal buds were taken for all 
early varieties while almost any bud 
retained after September 1. Accord- 
ing to the data gathered by us re- 
cently, we found that our flowers 
appear to blossom between 5 to 10 
days before those of the Mid-Wes- 
tern and the Eastern growers. This 
can be attributed only to the rela- 
tively higher temperatures that we 
encounter locally during the months 
of September and October.
